STANDARDIZED DUTIES 


We must have a uniform standard 
of valuation, or one as nearly so as 
possible, if we are to have a protect 
tive tariff—that is, a tariff equal to 
the difference in the cost of produc­ 
tion in this and competing countries. 
No standard of valuation could he de­ 
vised 
based on th e fluctuating ex­ 
change prevailing in Europe at this 
time. 
On such a basis the duty on 
a bill of goods would be assessed at 
so much today, and a different rate 
tomorrow. 
The American dollar now 
and for some time to come appears to 
be the only reliable yard 
stick 
in 
m easuring values. 
To measure them 
in the mark, the lire, the franc, the 
yen, or th e pound, would he to use 
as many gutta-percha rulers in as­ 
sessing valuations, and such a sys­ 
tem would demoralize 
the 
customs 
adm inistration to a degree that would 
ruin its efficiency. 
Moreover, present exchange condi­ 
tions provide methods of gross un­ 
dervaluation of imports, 
a 
practice 
which is said to be growing under the 
present system. 
It is far less diffii- 
cult to determ ine the average Ameri­ 
can value of articles like those im­ 
ported, than to base that valuation on 
alleged foreign costs. 
Tile American 
valuation simplifies the collection of 
proper duties and puts a stop to un­ 
dervaluation. 


T he Akeley H erald-Trihune rightly 
says, “The people pay for strikes."

It seems .strange th a t his story was 
uot exploited during the wartim e re­ 
surgence of enthusiasm about Lafay­ 
ette and his noble friendship for t his 
country; yet how many Americans 
know that Lafayette had a son named 
after his fast friend, General W ash­ 
ington, or that the boy was at one 
time a refugee in this country? 
The story is purt of the Background 
of the account of two revolutions— 
American and French—contained in 
the book. 
Following the earlier phase 
of tho French Revolution, (luring which 
Lafayette was so immensely popular, 
and after the hostility to his modera­ 
tion had developed which drove him 
into exile, he sent his son to America, 
to the care of the American George 
Washington for whom he was named. 
It was his boy, according to the 
authors, F rank W. and Cortelle J. 
Hutchins, 
who, on 
returning from 
America, dug up from tile garden of 
the Paris residence where they had 
been buried, the two swords given to 
Lafayette by the American congress 
and the French republic in recognition 
of his services in the two republics. 
This Georges Washington Motier de 
LaFayette was born in 1770; he was 
therefore but thirteen when he fled 
to America in 1702 and his distinguished 
father to the neutral territory of Liege.
